It is 
impossible to admit that the right to fish and 
catch seals in the high seas can be held to be 
abandoned by a nation from the mere fact 
that for a certain number of years it bas not 
suited the supjects of that nation to exercise 
such right.. It must be remembered that the 
existence of British Columbia as a colony and 
the development of the colony’s shipping in- 
terest are comparatively recent. If the United 
States Government continues to differ with 
Great Britain asto the legality of the recent 
captures Her Majesty’s Government is ready 


to refer the question with the issues depend- 


ent thereon to fmpartial aitration. 


Lost in a Peg. 


Harrpax, Aug. 16.—Four fishermen who had 
strayed from their vessel, the Laura Sayward 
of Gloucester, on the banks during a fog, 
reached here yesterday. They left their 
schooner about ( o’clock on the morning of 
August 10 in two dories to attend buoys about 
a quarter ofa mile distant, and while thus 


engaged a dense fog suddenly shut down on 


“them. Having no compass they were unable 
to tell the direction In which their vessel lay. 
So, atter consulting together, they decided to 
row in the direction in which they thought the 
boat was. After/rowing all that day and 
meeting no vessel they decided to get into 
one dory an d take turns at rowing, as their 
strength was beginning to fail. They had 
had nothing to eat all day and 
only a limited quantity of water 
to drink. They kept on pulling all the next 
day, stopping at intervals to listen for some 
sign of a vessel, but nothing could be heard 
or seen through the fog. When the third day 
came and there was still no sign of success 
the poor fellows became discouraged. In the 
afternoon, however, the fog lifted for afew 
minutes and to their joy alight-house was 
seen looming up a short distance away. They 
rowed towards it with all their strength and 
reached ‘it completely exhausted. It proved 
to be Egg Island Light-house, and they were 
taken in by the keeper, who fed them and 
treated them with great kindness. After 
resting some time and getting a fresh supply 
of water they started out again and rowed to 
Threé-Fathom Harbor, where they took pas- 
sage on a schooner for Halifax. They will be 
sent to their homes to-morrow by the United 
States Consul. 


Events in Ireland. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 16.—The number of people 
who made the pilgrimage to Knock yesterday 
to celebrate the Feast of the Assumption of 
the Virgin was larger than usual. It is esti- 
mated that 90,000 persons visited the place, 
among them many prominent Catholics of 
England, Scotland and the United States. In 
anticipation ef the great rush to Knock, a 
a large number of police were drafted from 
the north of Ireland to preserve order, but 
their services were not needed, as the crowds 
were perfectly quiet and orderly. It is prob- 
able, however, thata draftof police to the 
north of Ireland will be found necessary. 

The owners of a largefactory in Belfast 
having withdrawn the bonus which: they have 
been accustomed to pay to certain of their 
workmen who exceeded the average daily 
accomplishment, 1,000 hands struck yester- 
day and many others are preparing to follow 
the example.

THE STRIKE GROWS, 


THREE HUNDBED SWITCHKEN GO OU? 
AT BUFFALO. 


Central Officials Claim That the Trouble Is 
About Over—A Talk With Powderly on 
the Situation — Nearly 500 Pinkerton 
Men on Guard at Aibany—The Day's 
Developments. 


BuFFALO,; N. T., Aug. 16.—The strike on 
the New York Central road was further com- 
plicated this morning. At 8 o’elock the 
switchmen in the Central yards struck work 
and those on the West Shore system in this 
city followed suit. There are upwards of 800 
men in the movement and a freight blockade 
at East Buffalo is imminent. The closing of 
the West Shore for freight is the most serious 
aspect thus faras it completely cripples the 
Central’s facilities for forwarding freight. 
There was the worst tangle of trains and en- 
gines in the Central depot this morning that has 
been seen since the strike began, a week ago 
this morning. West Shore and Central en- 
gines crowded every track from the sorth to 
the south side of the depot, and for a long 
distance east. The Belt Line train due at 8 
o“ clock stoped at Chicago street and the pas- 
sengers walked inasthey didfrom the same 
last Saturday morning. All passenger trains 
on all roads entering the Central Depot were 
behind time this morning, and the big train- 
house presents as confused a spectacle as at 
any time since the strike began. The Micbi- 
gan Central through train due to leave here at 
6:30 got away at 9:15, and other trains were 
even further delayed. No imformation covid 
be had atthe Central offices, Supt. Burrows 
and Train Master Maloney were outat East 
Bufialo. 

WHY THEY WENT OUT. 

One of the men about the depot was asked 
what caused the switchmen to go out. ‘‘Here’s 
all there is to it, was the reply. A crew of 
men were ordered around here from the Erie 
street depot last night to take the place of 
strikers inthe train house. They came, but 
did not like the job and sent a delegation to 


Supt. Rurrows asking him to send them back | 
to the Erie street depot, as they, being union 


men, objected to being detailed to the places 
of the other unionists out on serike. Mr. Bur- 
rows was determined that they should act as 
he desired and they struck. I guess the rest 
of the men were with them and will stand by 
them. So don’t be surprised if you hear 
something drop. I don’t know anything 


about the firemen going out. I only know the 
ewitchmen are out at Black Rock and East 
oars on both the Central and West Shore 
roads.’’ 

STRUCK AT BLACK ROCK. 

A telephone message from Black Rock 
stated that all the Central switchmen had 
struck there this morning, but that the fire- 
men were stillatwork. The West Shore is 
not affected at Black Rock. The strike of the 
West Shore men is greeted with joy by the old 
strikers, who see im it renewed :+bope for the 
success of their movement. A detail of fifty 
policemen were sent out to East Buffalo to 
preserve order and special officers were num- 
erous about the Central depot. 

Supt. Burrows was seen later at the Balley 
avenue crossing, where he was surveying the 
situation.

A NEW PHASE. 

The action of the switchmen gives anew 
phase to the Central strike. It has now spread 
beyond the Knights of Labor. The men who 
wentout this morning are members of the 
Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association, a 
national organization extending allover the 
country. It bas a membership of 
about eight hundred in this city. 
Comparativel few switchmen are in the 
Knights of Labor bere. It was Grand Master 
Sweeney of the switchmen’s —— 
who ordered this morning’s strike. He arrived 
here last night. It is said by the men that the 
strike is likely to extend all over the Vander- 
bilt system if the trouble here is not speedily 
settled, and that it certainly will spread 
should an effort be made to have non- 
union switchmen handle Central or West 
Shore trains. It is also stated that should 
roads Outside the Vanderbilt system conSent 
to take Central freight the switchmen 
on those outside roads will be 
called out. In this connection, it is 
reported thatthe Erie road has refused to 
handle Central freight, fearing trouble with 
its switchmen. There is no concealing the 
fact that the switchmen’s strike bas greatly 
added to the gravity of the situation. 


How Things Leck at Albany. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 15.—80 far as the New

Continuing, the 
same paper says that Rome is fast becoming 
the headquarters of atheism and free 
thought. 
WHAT IS SAID IN NEW YORE. 
Tue news was received by Catholics in this 
‘city witha good deal of incredulity, anda 
somewhat similar rumor of about a year ago 
was referred to as having emanated from the 
same source. The other story, however, car- 
ried the somewhat startling statement that 
the Pope wouldin all probability remove to 
America, where it was universally conceded 
‘His Holiness would be treated with the hich- 
est consideration. The latest rumor was 
coupled with the fact thatat the recent mu- 
nicipal election in Rome the Olerical party 
had been wholly defeated and had not secured 
a single representative in the Municipal Coun- 
cil. A further strength was given to the story 
by the factthat the Pope had just formally 
accepted the magnificent bequest of a Paris 
lady, comprising a palace in the French cap 
ital and a castle at Moreuil, France, valued at 
5,000,000 francs. 

In referenze to this matter the editor of 
L' Eco d' Italia tn this city said yesterday to a 
reporter that it was true that the municipal 
elections in Rome were carried entirely by the 
Liberals, and that the Clericals were no doubt 
greatly disappointed. He thought, however, 
that the Pope enjoyed the greatest liberty in 
the Vatican, and that the policy of the Itallan 


Government was not formed by Crisp! alone. 
The Pepe, he said, was the supreme ruler in 
the Citta Leonina,which is acity within acity, 
and thatthere seemed no occasion for his 
holiness removing to another country. His 
power was absolute in his little dominion and 
was not subject to the jurisdiction of even 
King Humbert. 
THE PALACE AND ITS DONOR. 

The letter from Rome describing the bequest 
of the Paris lady was received in this city yes- 
terday by the editor of the Catholic News. This 
commubieation says: The name of the tes- 
tatrix is Marie De Pastoret, Countess De 
Rouge and Marquise Du Pleassis-Beliiere. She 
died July (last in ber chateau of Moreuil in 

the 75th year of her age, and was buried in the 
chapel of that chateau. Formerly the de- 
Ceased was wont to pass the winters in Paris 
and the summers at Moreull, but of late years 
she had quitted Paris tosettie in Rome, where, 
as has already been said, she rented an apart- 
ment in Palace Spinola, Pazza Campitelli. 


The inheritence valued at 5,000,000 francs 
consists of & palace in Paris, 
and valued at 2,000,000 francs in 


Piace de la Concorde, corner of Rue Royale, 
and opposite the Ministry of the Navy. It was 
built in the last century, is in Italian style, 
the first floor being a splendid apartment for 
state receptions, with spacious rooms, richly 
‘@ecorated, and generally the residence of 
some foreign ambassador. When in Paris 
the Marquise herself occupied the ground 
floor. This palace is destined forthe per- 
manent dwelling of the Apostolic Nuncio.’’ 

The other and by far the greatest portion of 
‘the vast estate would probably be utilized as 
a pontifical residence in case the Pope re- 
moved to France. This property is described 
by a letter as follows: 

AN HISTORIC ESTATE. 

The Chateau de Moreull, department of the 
Somme, three hours’ journey by rail from 
Paris, is a true remnant of feudal times. Al- 
though composed of oes edifices varying as 
toepoch and style névertheless the whole 
bears a distinctly medeival character. In 
factthe major portion of the chateau itself 
dates from the middle ages, and historical 

records tell of several sieges resisted by its 

{stout walls, Annexed to the chateau is a 
* commodious and handsome chapel, always 
open to the public, It possesses, furthermore, 
a magnificent collection of over seven bun- 
dred paintings, half of which are of the first 


masters, and amid ‘the latter several 
‘masterpieces from the great Italian 
and foreign artists. Access to thia picture 


gallery bas ever been free to all visitors. The 
chateau stands in the center of an immense 
park, beyond which are extensive farms with 
cottages, farm houses, etc. Ailthis property 
is bequeathed by the Marquise Du Pieassis- 
Belliere in perpetuity to the sovereign pontiff 
and in his person tothe Holy See. Legacies 
to the amount of 700,000 francs are leftto her 
relatives. There are no other charges save 
sl we of daily mass inthe chapel, tobe ever 
open to the public, and the conservation of 
the picture wallery with the like obligations 
of free access to ail. 

The testamentary executor is Mgr. de Rag - 
nean, Papal Privy Chamberlain, who has for 
% many years been one of the household of the 

deceased Marquise; he is a prelate ot high in- 
tellectual culture and courteons in manners

THE TIN DEAL. 


|. The raising of the duty on tin plate from 


1 to 2.2 cents per pound and the admission 
of metallic tin free, as proposed in the 


pending tariff bill, was at first advocated 


as necessary to encourage our steel men 
to procure the reguired plant for mann- 
facturing the thin steel plates of which 
tin plates are made. With this encour- 
agement, it was said, they would soon 
give us cheaper tin plates than we now 
import under the lower tariff. 
But there are alleged tin mines in the 
Black Hills which certain boomers have 
been offering to English syndicates as the 
richest in the world, with iron and coal 
adjacent to supply all the needed raw 
material of the tin plate business. They 
have already capitalized these alleged 
mines at $15,000,000, although their value 
has never been attested by any expert or 
scientific investigation, and the four Da- 
kota Senators have notified the committee 
in charge of the tariff bill that they will 
vote against the increased duty on tin 
plate unless a duty of 4 cents a pound, 
nearly twice the proposed duty on tiu 
plate, is imposed on metallic tin. 

The assent of the committee to this duty 
on metallic tin is a complete surrender of 
its original pretense of encouraging the 
manufacture of tin plate anywhere in 
this country except in the Black Hills. 
It is a proposition, very thinly disguised, 
to impose an additional tax of at least 
$10,000,000 a year on the consumption of 
tin plate in order to compel people to use 
more galvanized iron for roofing, gutter- 
ing and utensils, and to help the Dakota 
boomers to unload their alleged tin de- 
posits upon English capitalists. 

It was to head off this crooked work of 
the Dakota boomers and the galvanized 
iron men that Senator PLUMB proposed to 
leave the tin duties as they are and pay a 
liberal bounty to the American producers 
of tin plate and metallictin. If the mines 
are as reported by the boomers they need 
no protection at all, and the proposed 
bounty will insure their development 
without forcing people to use another 
protected product, galvanized iron, as 
cheaper than tin.

FIFTY CENTS A DAY AND CODFISH- 

Senator VEST'S Napton letter was not 
quite as bad a break“ as this wild out- 
burst from Senator Hoar: 

While 1 favor passing the tariff bill, 
sooner than that this Congress should not 
pass the Federal elections billI would prefer 
to see every manufacturing establishment in 
Massachusetts burned to ashes and the people 
of that State required to labor in callings in 


which they could not make more than 50 cents 
a day and be required to live on codfish. 


This is a startling reversal of the horse 
and cart. When the Republican party 
was seeking power we were told that its 
only object was to build up our industries 
so that the poorest laboring: man could be 
sure of the ‘‘two dollars a day and roast 
beet“ promised him in Grandfather Han- 
RISON’S campaign of 1840. But as soon as 
it gets into power, and before it has 
redeemed any of the promises made 
to the labor of the country, the 
party raises the cry that con- 
tinuous victory’ at the polls must be 
guaranteed to it by a force bill which will 
enable it to hold itsown elections and do 
its own counting and certifying, and one 
of its authorized leaders proclaims that, 
rather than see the party deprived of 
‘‘continuous victory’’ by the defeat of this 
bill, he would see allthe manufacturing 
establishments in his State reduced to 
ashes and her people forced to work for 
50 cents a day and live on codfish. 

This proclamation is susceptible of but 
one interpretation, and that is that 
Democratic Senators are not the only 
ones that prefer party success to indus- 
trial prosperity, nor the only ones ready 
to proclaim war to the knife’’ against 
manufacturing establishments in the 
effort to secure ‘‘continuous victory“ for 
their party. 

UNDER any apportionment law. which 
may be passed the representation of the 
Northeastern States under the new cen- 
sus will remain as at present, or will be 
decreased, while the representation of the 
Western, Southwestern and probably the 
Southern States will be largely increased. 
The attempt to control congressional elec- 
tions through partisan machinery is 
therefore the last desperate grab of the 
New England politicians to retain power.

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A GENERAL OVERHAULING OF DEPART- 
MENT PIGEON- HOLES. : 


The Board of Public Improvements. Dis- 


poses of a Quantity of Work—-No Quorum 
Yet—Work on the New City Hall—Balday 
Dryden's 
Municipal Matters. 


The Board Af Public Improvements bad a 
sort of house -oleaning this morning and made 
an effortto get rid of a lot of miscellaneous 
business which had been accumulating from 
the various departments for some time past. 
The Committee on Streets went at it first. 
They had a great mass of applications for 
street Improvements of various kinds. Mr. 
Burnet’s 1 move it be indefinitely post- 
poned’’ was hdard at such frequent intervals 
that it became monotonous, but as a result 
twenty-five or thirty changes of grade and re- 
construction measures were shelved until the 
distant future when the city’s finan- 
ces will allow the resumption ok 
the work, Then the electric committee 
took ahandandthe whole electrical depars- 
ment was given a thorough overhauling, 
applications for poles and wires, permits and 
no endof small matters were disposed of in 
one way or another and everything putin 
shape for the new inspector to take hold and 
see what he oan do with the machine, 

The Lindell Railroad feed wire plans were 
then taken up. Some of them were approved 
and some ot them were rejected. Yesterday 
afternoon Commissioner Holman and Presi- 
dent Burnet went over the lines and madea 
careful note of the poles already up. To-day 
the plans were approved or rejected in ac- 
cordance with the results of yesterday’s tour. 
It looks now as if the whole difficulty as to 
poles would be settled to the satisfaction of all 
parties interested. The last and toughest job 


was straightening out the specifications of the 
Health Department for plumbing at the In- 
sane Asylum, Under the specifications, as 
drawn up by that department, bids were re- 
ceived and it was found that none of them 
Camo under $10,000, while the available money 
was Only $7,400, so that all the bids had to be 
rejected and the work re-let. The board be- 
came assured that the bids would not be low- 
ered unless some changes were made in the 
Ppecifications for the work. They struggied 
with the job this morning and got all tangled 
up with Commissioner Furlong, and after 
some time got things to suit them. The board 
then held a meeting and indorsed the doings 
of all the committees, signed a voucher to pay 
Mr. Matlack a saiary for the month of August 
and then adjourned. 


Four Theusand Piles. 


Fora month or more two patent steam pile 
drivers will be pounding away in Washington 
Park putting in the piling on which the 
foundations of the new City Hall will rest. 

The park now would not be recognized by 


those who in former times frequented it. All 
of the tregs, with the exception of a narrow 
fringe around the edges, have been chopped 
down and carted away. The center bas been 
attacked by the plow and the road scraper 
until it looks like the location for a circus or 
the beginning of a base ball park. Around 
the rectangle marked for the outer walls of 
the building the pile drivers are traveling, 
filling the ground with Ilé-ineh piles, 
from 20 to 40 feet long, at the rate of 
sixty or seventy a day. When they have 
finished there will be between 4,000 and 5, 000 
sticking in the ground. 

The machines doing the work are very in- 
genious and very effective and are the first of 
the kind ever used in St. Louis. Instead of 
the old way of lifting a ton or so of iron with 
a rope and pulley they apply the steam di- 
rectly to the driver. 

An tron frame work some six or seven feet 
high is fitted between the guide post of the 
driver, the bottom ofthis frame is provided 
with a tapering bole which fits right over the 
top of the pile. Tothetop of the frame is 
firmly fastened a hollow piston rod which fits 
into a steam cylinder weighing 5,600 pounds. 
Instead of having the piston move in the 
cylinder,- the cylinder moves on the 

iston. The tower end of the piston 

s shaped so as to strike the top of the pile, 
through the hole in the bottom of the iron 
frame. Tothetop of the hollow piston is 
fixed a flexible steam pipe, which is controlled 
by an automatic cut off. The steam is turned 
on through the piston and ot oes the cyl- 
inder until it reaches a point where the cut- 
off strikes a cam and iets the steam out. 
The hammer drops and strikes the pile a 
blow, which shakes the ground a bundred 
feet away. As the pile,sinks the whole 
frame, driver and all, goes down with it. 
when the machine is in good running order 
they strike about eighty biows a minute and 
do very rapid work. The piles for the new 
City Hall are being driven to a deptu of six 
feet below the present surface of the ground. 
There will betrenches dug later which will 
leave the tops of the piles exposed to a height 
of eight inches. Over the tops of them there 
willbe spread a uniform layer of concrete 
nine feet wide and of such a depth as to as- 
sure asubstantial foundation for the building. 
The piles are being put in three rows 
three fect apart, and at intervals in the 
rows of three feet. Architect Mann said to- 
day: ‘‘I think that when we getthrough we 
will have a foundation which will stand for all 
time. You can take one of those piles, which 
goes down very easily to-day, and let it stand 
for twenty-four hours «and you can’t budge it 
with the machines we have here. Ina very 
short time they become very firm and solid 
and make a foundation which is far better 
than any natural ground.“ 

The new machines were only started day be- 
fore yesterday and have not got inte perfect 
shape yet, but will be so by next week.

ABOUT PENNIES. 


They Are Legal Tevder te the Amount of 
Twenty-Five Cepts Only. 


*‘Pennies are only legal tender to the 
amount of a quarter of a dollar,“ said Cashier 
David Hays of the Post-office. ‘*This fact 
seems not to be generally known, and I saw in 
yesterday’s Post-DiIsPaATCH ‘An Old Veteran’ 
complains that one of the stamp cierks refused 
to receive more than 25c in pennies from him. 
Sometimes men come to the windows with as 


much as 310 in pennies for which they want 
stamps. It would practically close a window 
against the general public for a long time 
if the clerk were to receive the pennies, for 
he would have to count them. They are com- 
pelled to observe the spirit as well as the let- 
ter of the law and refuse to exchange stamps 
for pennies in excess of the legal !imit, though 
the purchaser should make separate tenders 
of lots of twenty-five pennies. Otherwise the 
publle would be kept away from the window 
as long as it would be if the clerk accepted all 
the pennies offered at once. 

**Nickels are legal tender tothe amount of 
50 cents only, all other fractional coin to the 
amount of $10, and the silver dollar is legal 
tender for any amount. 


INVENTIVE CHINESE, 


How They Managed te Beat the Telephone 
' Company in San Francisco, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16.—A new instance of 
Chinese enterprise has just come to light. 
Herbert F. Dugan of the Pacific Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. seized and removed from 
honses in Chinatown fifteen sets of telephone 
instruments on the ground that in their use 
Chinese were infringing upon the rights of 
the company he represented. He found that 
a most complete telephone system existed be-

IN CONTEMPT OF COURT. 


CITY ATTORNEY BUTLER AND DEPUIY 
SHERIFF POHLMAN STAND LIABLE- 


Their Work of Last Night in Throwing Geo, 
L. Cock Into the ‘Street and Taking 
Charge ofthe Olive Street Billiard Hall 
te Cause Trouble—Divorce Matters—8n- 
ing for a Fee—Court Notes. 


City Attorney James Butler, candidate for 
Congress, and William Pohlman, Chief Dep- 
uty Sheriff, will very probably be ordered be- 
fore the Circuit Court next Tuesday and com- 
manded to show cause why they should not be 
punished for contempt of court. This is one 
of the serious results of the forcibie eviction 
and taking possession of the billiard hall on 
the southeast corner of Leflingwell avenue 
and Olive street. 


George L. Cook and Samuel Baldwin entered’ 


into a verbal agreement of partnership about 
two months ago and opened the billiard hall 
at No. 2746 Olive street. Baidwin’s name was 
on the window as proprietor and in a few days 
a Constable attached the place on an old 
judgment against, Baldwin, who does 
not own any part of the property but 
was merely acting as manager. It was agreed 
that Cook should put his name on the door as 
proprietor and it was done. Baldwin and 
Cook hada falling out abouttwo weeks ago 
and Baldwin appeared in court and 
asked for a receiver, saying 
he was not allowed to enter 
the billiard hall or share in the profits. Harry 
Weldon, the painter next door, was appointed 


receiver by Judge Withrow and given until 
Tuesday to file bis bond of $250 cash. Cook, 
in the meantime, held possession until the 
receiver took charge. 

Baldwin, irritated at the delay, went out to 
the billiard hall last night with Deputy Sheriff 
Pohlman, City Attorney Butler and a crowd 
of toughs and took possession of the place and 
shrew Cook qut into the 8 Describing 
the affair to-day Cook said: was in there 
last night and the tables were all taken when 
Baldwin, Butler and Pohiman came in the 
front door. As soon as they got inside a crowd 
oftoughs poured into the place through the 
side windows, though all the doors were 
open. They took the balls from the 
tables, put them in their pockets and 
after taking the cues from the players ordered 
them out of the house. The gensiemen play- 
ing left quietly. Itold the toughsto put up 
the cues and balls or there would be troubte, 
and they didso. I went to Butler and Bald- 
win and asked them what authority 
they bad for taking possession of the 
house. Butler caught me by the 
neck and threw me out on the pavement say- 
ing, ‘That’s my authority.’ They closed the 
doors and barricaded them on the inside and 
from 10 o'clock last night until4 o’clock this 
morning, they hada merrytime all night, 
drinking my liquor, smoking my cigars and 
disturbing the neighborhood, They locked 
the side door and I had to climb Into my room 
with aladder. I called onthe Chief of Police 
for protection and he refused it. Il will now 
see what the courts can do with the case, The 
crowd left some of the men in there all night 
and they are there yet with tue place locked 
up. My family is locked in up-stairs and can- 
not get down. 

John I. Martin has taken the cage, 
and though friendly to both Butler and Pol- 
man he will ask the court to do justice in the 
case next Tuesday. A receiver had been 
appointed and under the law he was in 
possession against all comers, even the 
Sheriff himself. The forcible possession 
taken by Deputy Sheriff Fohlman lays him 
open to contempt of courtand damages on 
his bond. Judge Withrow, before whom this 
matter will be argued, is very strict in pre- 
serving the dignity and the respect of the 
court, and it is expected he will make an 
order next Tuesday on the deputy sheriff who 
made tbe raid without warrant or legal order 
and on the cundidate for Congress who was 
engaged by Baldwin as his attorney on this 
special ocoasion.

week. Julia Burton, the wife of Ned Burton, 
was found on her bed with her head chopped 
to pieces with an ax. Tne husband at the same 
time was hanging by an irou trace chain to a 
rakter ln his barn. His neck was broken and 
his jealousy had done its work. Ohas.Jenkins, 


a railroad laborer, was chopped to death with 
an ax by Peter Ashley. Jenkins bad won the 
affections ofa woman who had lived with 
Ashley and had deserted him for the comelier 
Jenkins. Ashley crept up from behind when 
the twe were talking and drove the sharp 
edge of the ax into his rival's bead with ter- 
ride force. 

Rosa Wilson, a young and pretty woman, 
died from the effect of a bullet wound. Her 
lover, John Connor, saw her go home from 
He protested and 
she trified with him. He became desperate, 
and one more murder was the result. 

The crowning crime and the most horrible 
of the series was that of two boys, aged 10 and 
12. They are Sam and Marion Nance, who were 
the wards of their uncle, Nelson Nash. The 
two children confess the crime in all its de- 
tails, and are delighted with their success and 
the consequent notoriety. As they tell the 
story the crime was done on Sunday ile 
Sam watched his 
chance and dealt his uncle a blow witha 
hatchet, and when he fell the two set upon 
him, one with a pole ax and the other with a 
hoe. When he was dead they hitched a horse 
to his feet and dragged the body across half a 
mile of cotton flelds to the ditch where it was 
subsequently found.

looked to see an American Association team 
here this year, for it was expected that the 
Atlantic Association team would finish the 
season. Since the collapse of the Washington 
Olub the eyes of the Brooklyn management 
have been turned this way as 
sibly profitable venture. II is true 
that the Brooklyns are tail-enders—de- 
cidedly so, but their presence would bring 
first-class teams. Then, too, Joe Gerhardt is a 
Washington boy and a favorite here,and Billy , 
O’Brien and Ed Dally formerly played with 
the Washington club and became quite popu- 
lar. Thus the team would become ina meas- 
ure identified with tne city atthe start. The 
advantage would be that the Associatioa 
would be in the field for next year. The At- 
lanti¢ Association now holds Washington’s 
franchise, but if the Wilmington Club or some 
other team does not succumb inthe meantime 
another city win doubtiess soon be 
admitted, and the city will become free 
territory, open to the first comer. It 
is gaid by those who claim to know 


something of the minds of the Brooklyn man- 
agement that the prospects for that eiub fin- 
ishing the season here are very brilliant. It 
is the belief ofthe Association, the manage- 
ment, and the players that the club would do 
better here than on their home grounds. The 
League set the example of playing scheduled 
games in other than League cities, and there 
ig no reason why the Association should not 
dothe same. President Pheips of the Asso- 
ciation, believes that the proposed move 
would be a good one. Manager Kennedy, 
ofthe Brooklyn team, is expected here short- 
ly to see what arrangements can be made, 
and to ascertain the feeling about supporting 
an association team. Negotiations have be- 
gun for leasing of Capitol Park for two vears, 
but Mr. C. A. Snow, the principal owner of 
the grounds, could not say yesterday whether 
the negotiations were in behalf of the Brook- 

lynteam or not. Hegavehis terms and has 
heard nothing more about the matter. That 
was a week ago. Nonegotiations looking to 
the rent of the grounds for the rest of the sea- 
son have yet been degun. 

Itis evidentthe Brooklyn team would be 
more welcome at Washington than in its 
present home, If indeed if it has a home, 
which is more than doubtfal. It is necessary 
to look ahead a little in base ball matters, and 
ir the Brooklyn team could get itself well 
established at the Oapital before the end of 
the present season, it would start in 
comfortably next year. The association has 
no apprehensions as to the future, but would 
like to open next season with a atrong circuit, 
and itis clearthe addition of Washington to 
the present seven safe cities would be an ad- 
vantage. The practice of transferring games 
to other cities in the circuit is objec- 
tionable and frequently unfair, and 
transferring to neutral territory is 
a confession of weakness which may 
be all very well in two unhealthy leagues, but 
which is entirely out of place in the Associ- 
ation. The base ball war is not over by any 
means, but the eagerness of both leagues to 
form a combine with the American Assoc!i- 
ation shows pretty plainly who holds tue key 
to the situation. The proposed transfer will 
strengthen the only base ball national organ- 
ization which is really in the race, and tie 
sooner it is effected the better. 


The Brotherhood Plans. 


The New York Maii and Express says: The 
only rumor that has found more credence than 
any other is that the Players’ League and 
American Association will amalgamate. If 
this is consummated then the new organiza- 


tion has cometo stay. By joining hands they 
could strengthen their lines to such a degree 
thatthe old League could not break them. 
Butifthey donot do this there is another 
thing they will do, and that Is drop two cities 
they now have and seek new quarters. 
srooklyn is one of these. The cnrrent 
rumor says this team will be put in 
Cincinnati or St. Louis next season. 80 
far as amalgamating the Players’ League and 
and the Association is concerned, the scheme 
is in a very indefinite sRape just now, and no 
idea of how it can be perfected can be formed 
until the leaders can be heard from. Itisa 
well-known fact that three major base ball 
organizations cannot make any money, for 
the reason that there is an over-abundance of 
base ball. It is also known that Columbus, 
Toledo, Rochester, 
cannot make any money in the Association it 
they are obliged to pay players the high sala- 
ries necessary to get teams able to cope with 
their competitors who have thousands of peo- 
ple to draw from where these five have but 
hundreds. New Tor is practically out of the 
scheme because we have no Association club 
to amalgamate, and Brooklyn, too, for that 
matter, as the Association club which repre- 
sents the city of churches does so in name 
only, and is quite as much a wanderer from 

home as the League Pittsburg club, but iet 

us take Phiiadelphia as a good illustration. 
The Athletic Club, or rather the name, is a 
fixture in Philadeiphia, and with the pick of 
its star players transferred to the 
Players ciub in that city, a 
team such as never represented 
Philadelphia before could be placed in the 
field. From straws which show the way the 
wind blows Iopine that Philadelphia it to have 
the creditof being the center of the amalza- 
mation ifone isever consummated. Arthur 
Irwin’s extended visit to the Quaker Olty was 
for no other purpose than asthe representa- 
tive of the Players“ organization to feel the 
Association pulse. He was absent from the 
Boston teagme under the pretext of 
having a lame back. The alleged lame- 
ness disappeared, but the astute Ar- 
thur did not. He was out at the Ath- 
letic grounds every day and had daily con- 
fabs with Secretary Whittaker, and had sev- 
eral conferences at night with Manager Sha.- 
sig and President Pennypacker. Ma. Sharsig 
declines to commit himself positively, but his 
remarks to my correspondent lead to the 
belief that he is on the fence and is leaning 
slightly towards the Players’ League. Messrs. 
Pennypacker and Whittaker positively de- 
Cline to commit themselves. 


Tne Minor Leagues. 


The Interstate Leagueis dying hard, but 
the latest indications are that it ison the 
verge of collapse, if indeed itis still in exist- 
ence. At Burlington yesterday the Evans- 


ville club declined to play out the series and 
the players went home. The Peoria club 
failed to go to Quincy to play its three sched- 
uled games and now only promises to come 
on. The League ie ina hopelessly crippled 
condition, and patrons of the game are tired 
of advancing money to keep it alive.
